Marked by a spirit of gooa 
‘will and harmony, city officials 
of Upland and Ontario met yes- 
terday with the result that On- 
tario plang to call the secession- 
annexation election as soon as 


possible, pay for the election ex-! 


pense and serve the district with 


water until Upland’s system is 
connected with the district. 
The water matter was ar- 


ranged on the assumption that 
the people in the territory west 
of Euclid and north of 
Santa Fe tracks would 
join Upland. 

Meeting in the Upland offices, 
R. F. Price and N. H. Garrison, 
Ontario city councilmen,  dis- 
cussed with local officials many 
angles concerning the proposed 
election. For the purpose of 
showing their good will to that 
section of the city which de- 
sires to withdraw, the Ontario 
officials said they would call the 
election and do anything else 
that might be required of them. 

VYpland was represented by 
Mayor P. H. McQuillen, F. H. 
Manker, R. G. Manley, city ser- 
vice manager, Edward E. Gray, 
city attorney and E. C. Mehl, 
elty clerk, 

Upland officials expressed 
their willingness to pay for the 
election, but Mr. Gray pointed 
out that if Ontario called the 
election, there might be legal 
difficulties in the way of Up- 
_ land paying the expense. 

It was brought out by Mr. 
Manker and others that resi- 
dents of the secession-annex- 
ation district are saying they 


w 


have paid taxes to the city of | 


Ontario for many years and that 
if the annexation is completed, 
they will continue to pay their 
‘proportionate share of all the 
bonded indebtedness of Ontario, 
and that therefore, out of the 
large sums of money that On- 
tario would still receive, the 
question of paying the small 
election sum seemed a compara- 
‘tively trivial matter. 

With this statement, it was 
agreed to leave the matter to 
such action as the Ontario coun- 
cil deemed it best to take. 

Ia case the district votes to 
join Upland, it would take about 
six months for Upland to join 
its mains and be in a position 
‘to serve water. This feature 
was discussed and Ontario of- 
ficials gave the assurance that 
Ontario would continue to serve 
water until Upland was ready. 

The water and sewer pipes 
will become the property of 
Upland, if the election carries, 
it was decided, and it will be 
up to Upland to maintain the 
property. 

Other matters affecting the 
two cities were discussed and it 
was suggested that future con- 
ferences be held.
